by 50,000 tons by the Department 
of-Agriculture. But all of the.in- 
crease was granted to foreign pro- 
ducers. 

Meanwhile, United States Sugar 
Corporation of Clewiston and other 
jsugar producers in the U. S, are 
storing their production because 
they cannot obtain an increase in 
their marketing quota. 

The quota increase is due to an 
increase in consumption.of sugar 
in this country, which has multi- 
plied each year since the Sugar Act 
was passed in 1948.

Florida’s sugar cane. crop was 
worth $13,023,000 to growers and 
farmers last year. Sugar cane rais- 
ed in the state for the production of 
sugar totaled 1,450,000 tons in 1953. 
This cane, plus about 35,000 tons 
saved for seed, had a grower value 
of .$12,657,000. In addition, farmers 
throughout Florida harvested six 
processed ànd sold as syrup, worth 
$966,000, the Florida State Cham- 
ber of Commerce stated.
